RING. 

The Necessity for, and True 
Duties of the Clrizeus’ Union. 


The men who started tho organization 
of a Citizen:’ Union, with the avowed 
purpoee of bringing about # reform ip 
the affairs of the city, came to a sudden 
halt, when the orgau:zstion was placed 
upon a general bario on which all tbe 
tux-psyers could stand. Why wasthis 
Was the first paper, which was drawn 
with lega! skilia:d acumen, intended as 
a trap to draw the unwary into an or. 
ganization to subscribe ‘money to pay 
lawyers to prevent the collection of the 
taxes froma thos» who had not paid? Or, 
wes it au effort to prevent the city from 
purchasing any property that would 
make it tu free itself from the grasp of 
**the old man of sea’’ who has been so 
long riding it to death? If there was not 
scme hdien purpose, why was there 
such & sudden secession of those, whom 
we were informed were the largest prop- 
erty holders of the city, when the par- 
ticular paper drawn up by themselves, 
was not adopted ? . 

We-cannot understand it. That there 
are abuses which need reform ali must 
admit. We have heard it said that the 
county paid thirty-five thc usand dollars 
bonds and agreed to pay 310,000 a year 
more for the use of the new building, put 
up for court rooms, and that there was 
some corruption in the makiog of the 
contract, 

If this js true, it was not only an ex- 
tortional contract, but iilegal and void, 
and the Citizens’ Union should investi- 
gate the muiter, and if Decessary, fi» a 
bid in chancery to set aside the cont: .ct. 
We have heard it said that the city was 
grossly swintled in the issuance an.i sale 
of the $1,000,000 of bonds which were 
meade to relieve, but have increased the 
burdens of the city. 

If this be true, the Citizens’ Union ”’ 
should flnod it out,-and if the present 
holders of the bonds &re in any way con- 
nected with the supposed fraud, the 
Court of Chancery should be called on 
to relieve the City from their payment. 
These, and other matters need 
investigation, and wo hope wili be fully 
ventilated, aud if cur largest property 
holders wiil not assis', we hope that the 
workipgmen, upon whom (the burdena of 
taxation always fg]! most heavily, will 
come forward uite for this purpose. 

We have po prejudice against iarge 
property holders, but as # general rule 
they areof but iittic benefit to a city. 
They buy up property in large tracts, ard 
prevent the deveiopmeént of the cliy by 
nolding it at bigh figures, and at the 
same time gruiwbie about paying taxes 
on it, although their property is &ssessed 
at 100 per cent. loss than they wiil sell it 
for. | 

If the * Citizens’ Union” wiil carry 
out in faith the object profevsed in 
ita Constituticn, we bid speed.”’
